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INTRODUCTION 


^ ■''HIS Catalogue and Breviate of Parliamentary Papers , 1696-18)4, is re- 
printed as a companion volume to the Select List of Parliamentary Papers , 
i8))-i899, by P. and G. Ford. The two volumes together give access to the 
main streams of Parliamentary inquiry for over two centuries. When the 
Select List was being prepared, it appeared to the authors that it was unneces- 
sary to repeat work which the Hansards had done so well, and that, quite apart 
from the historical and bibliographical interest of the work, its value as a 
practical guide to the papers more than justified its separate publication. 

A few words must be said on the relationship of the two books. Hansard’s 
volume deals with the papers of the unreformed, the Select List with those 
of the reformed Parliament. It was therefore still possible for Hansard to 
survey the whole field of Parliamentary Papers, and to include many ‘Accounts 
and other Papers’ as well as ‘Reports’. The contents of the Select List, on 
the other hand, is clearly marked by the increase in the activity of the 
reformed Parliament, its committees and commissions, and the consequent 
growth in the volume and range of papers which flowed from them; this 
presented sharp problems of selection which could be resolved only by the 
exercise of clear principles of exclusion. While Hansard’s subject classification 
was appropriate to the problems of the period he covered, as expressed 
in the papers, that of the Select List, though having much in common 
with his, required a change of emphasis to make room for the different interests 
of the ‘new democracy’. Again, since Hansard’s work was based on the 
House of Commons’ papers, it does not contain any references to those papers 
of the House of Lords which were not ‘communicated’ to the House of 
Commons and were therefore available only in the Lords’ set of papers. We 
have added a short list of the most significant of these as an Appendix. It is, 
as its name implies, much more than a catalogue; the ‘Breviate’ of the contents 
makes it an admirable guide to the papers of the period. We feel that now it 
is once more available, it will again establish its practical value without 
needing any further commendation than is implied by the decision to reprint it. 

What led to the production of this remarkable book? What part was played 
by the Hansards? The name of Hansard has been so closely associated with 
the famous Reports of Parliamentary Debates, produced by Thomas Curson 
Hansard, that the contribution of other members of the family to our instru- 
ments for studying Parliamentary Papers, in a form which might easily have 
become known as ‘Hansard’s Indexes’, has been almost completely overlooked. 
These were the work of the father, Luke, and his two other sons, James and 
Luke Graves. That the initiative should come from the Hansards is due to the 
fact that in addition to performing their official duties, as Printers to the House, 
of printing and holding stocks of papers, they became the centre of information 
on the papers and their contents. 

The Catalogue and Breviate here reprinted was the last of three subject 
indexes produced and printed by the Hansards. The first was a subject index 
to the Parliamentary Papers for 1713-1800, which were collected into fifteen 
volumes and known as the First Series. This index shows the arrangement of 
the papers within each separate volume, gives an analytical table of topics 
within each subject, and has an alphabetical index. In the preface to the 
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Catalogue oj the Library of the House of Commons (1830 (80) iv),John Rickman, 
in appreciative references, states that (Luke) Hansard furnished an analysis of 
the subjects under the nineteen subject headings, and that the Breviate or 
precis of the reports was ‘an instance of persevering labour and intelligence not 
often surpassed’. The preface to the index, which was signed ‘Luke Hansard 
and Sons’, contains an interesting statement of his aims in producing it: 

In forming this General Index it has been endeavoured to bring the 
subjects of the volume before the reader in a perspicuous order, leaving 
the details of particulars to be dwelt upon at option, rather than rendering 
the study of such particulars necessary to a previous comprehension of the 
whole. 

Contemplating this object, it appeared not likely to be obtained by a 
general or promiscuous alphabetical arrangement, for by that method all 
relative connection of the subjects, and chronological dependence, would 
be lost, and a mass of undigested matters would forbiddingly present itself 
to the mind. It is hoped these inconveniences are avoided by the plan 
adopted. 

******* 

In order that the mind might be more readily led to the knowledge of 
the contents of each Report, or subject of each Index, in most cases a 
short digest has been made, and introduced immediately after the main 
head. The dates, likewise, have been carefully inserted, as many facts 
derived much of the importance from their chronological arrangement; 
which if omitted, the enquirer would often be needlessly sent in search 
of what would be inapplicable to his views, from the irrelevancy of the 
period. 

With the hope of unfolding, succinctly, yet perspicuously, the impor- 
tant contents of the Reports of the House of Commons it has been 
attempted to compile an Analytical Table of their subjects. Nineteen 
heads have been selected, comprising all the matters which, in these 
Reports, have come under the investigation of the Committees of the 
House. 

It may be noted that he was fully aware of the importance of making his index 
comprehensive, since he added a list of reports which were not part of the 
collection in the bound volumes but were printed only in the Journals, and 
gave a brief abstract of each of these reports. 

The second subject index bore the new title of ‘Classification of Parlia- 
mentary Papers and a Breviate of their Contents, 1801-1826’, and was 
ordered to be printed in February, 1830. -The formal recommendation that 
this should be done was made by the Select Committee on Committee Rooms 
and Printed Papers, in its 3rd Report (1825 (516) v), which considered 
Hansard’s plan for ‘digesting the contents of Reports’ set out in Appendix 2, 
VII. Luke Hansard died in 1828, before the Breviate was published, and it 
was issued under the signature of his sons, James and Luke Graves Hansard. 
If we ask whose work this Breviate was, the answer is given by Luke Graves 
in evidence before the Select Committee on the State of the Library of the 
House (183 1-2 (600) v). In reply to Q. 83 he says that it was compiled 'by 
myself, under the direction of my Father’. In the preface to the volume, the 
two sons say that ‘Mr. Luke Hansard, senr., was prevented by death from 
vi 
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seeing the accomplishment of this task, which he always looked forward to 
with pleasing expectation that it would show, in a connected form, the works 
in which he had been engaged during a great part of the period in which he 
had discharged the duty of Printer to the House. The materials, however, 
were all prepared, and the Arrangement approved of by him; and his Sons 
have been anxious that its completion should not suffer by devolving on them, 
and have endeavoured that it should be done in his spirit, and represent the 
distinctness of his mind.’ 

At this point we must interrupt the story of the evolution of the Breviate to 
take up another of Luke’s activities, carried on concurrently with the produc- 
tion of the first Breviate. This was the compilation of the first General (Alpha- 
betical) Index, 1801-1826, to the bound volumes. The Committee of 1825, 
which recommended the printing of the first Breviate, also stated that a General 
Index to the sessional papers had been prepared by Mr. Hansard, that it 
should be completed to the accession of His Majesty and printed for the use 
of the House. The Hansards were continually asked for papers on particular 
topics and in consequence, as Luke Graves said in evidence before the 
Committee, ‘We have for some length of time combined them [the Sessional 
Indexes] for the general use of our establishment’; and he saw no difficulty in 
consolidating them up to date. The form in which he proposed to do it is set 
out in Appendix 2, VI. To the Committee of 1831—2, which recommended 
its extension, in answer to Q. 94 he repeated his reasons for compiling it: 
‘When any subject is under discussion requiring information on any particular 
point, then applications are made for a Selection of Papers, either individually 
or collectively, on those subjects. Without the means which the Index affords, 
we should find extreme difficulty in making the selection required, but with 
that we find the Papers with great facility and are enabled to furnish them with 
accuracy and expedition.’ The Alphabetical Indexes successively compiled 
during the century remain excellent working instruments, despite the 
difficulties of dealing with a great range of papers without ‘author’ or ‘title’. 
Those difficulties were first encountered and mastered by Luke and Luke 
Graves Hansard. The bearing of this project on the story of the Breviate is 
twofold. The first Breviate and the first General Alphabetical Index, both 
covering the same period, were regarded by the Hansards as a single piece 
of work, for they suggested that the two should be bound together to form 
‘one volume of Helps to Consultors of the Papers’. Secondly, there seems little 
doubt that the further experience gained in this work contributed to the great 
improvements in the third index; that is, to the second and final Breviate. 

The Catalogue and Breviate oj Parliamentary Papers , 1696-18)4, of which 
this volume is a reprint, shows a great development both in range and form. 
It now includes the period covered by the first subject index, and is extended 
up to 1834 ; and there are great improvements in the lay-out of the summaries 
of the separate reports. The formal recommendation that it should be prepared 
came from the Select Committee on the Library and State of the Printed 
Papers (1831-2 (600) v), which stated in paras. 37 to 39 of its report, that 
the General Index and Classification of Papers this firm had prepared were 
eminently useful, that the work was out of print and often applied for in vain. 
But the suggestion that it should be done came from Luke Graves Hansard, 
who in evidence stated in answer to Q. 84, that if the Alphabetical Index were 
to be continued, it would be desirable to extend the 'Classification of Papers’ 
vii 
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also. ‘The Breviate,' he said in answer to Q. 100, had been ‘designed as a 
substitute for the want of indexes to the particular reports.’ 

The classification and cataloguing of Parliamentary Papers of a modern 
state is not an easy task; nor is the problem limited to British Papers, as Poore, 
Ames and Crandall show in their introductions to the catalogues of American 
papers. When we consider the discussions of librarians on the difficulties in 
performing this function for their own collections of papers, even with the 
advantage of a century of experience and the development of modern library 
techniques, we may well admire the quality first of Luke and then of Luke 
Graves and James who, facing the problem of classifying Parliamentary Papers 
for the first time, produced a guide so good as to be still workable after a century 
has passed. The secret of their success lies in their fresh and modern approach. 
They set out, as Luke wrote in the preface to the first subject index, ‘to give 
a perspicuous view of every important document, bearing upon any given 
point, which has proceeded from the Committees of the House of Commons’, 
and ‘not to omit anything which might become the object of research’; or, as 
Luke Graves wrote later in the preface to the first Breviate, ‘to provide an 
ample means of rendering fully available the Reports, Accounts and other 
Papers printed by the House, for the purpose of any information which public 
discussion or private research may require’. It will be seen that the preface to 
the reprinted Breviate is written in the same spirit. By the preparation of this 
Breviate and of the first general alphabetical index, Luke and Luke Graves 
made a permanent contribution to our apparatus for reaching the data in the 
papers for which scholars cannot be too grateful. We think it will be agreed 
that they exhibited the ‘persevering labour and intelligence’ and qualities of 
‘distinctness of mind’ for which Luke was commended by his contemporaries.

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NOTES 


1. For papers issued from 1801 onwards, the main references in this 
Breviate are to the sessional bound sets of papers. An additional reference 
in square brackets, e.g. [23], indicates that the paper was also in that volume 
of the collection of 363 volumes which were the basis of the first Breviate. 
Hansard calls the 154 report volumes the Second Series, to distinguish it 
from the First Series of 1 5 volumes for which he made his first subject index 
(Report, App. 10, p. 38 ; 1831-2 (600) V).

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PREFACE. 


THE first attempt at an Arranged Catalogue of Parliamentary Reports was 
made by direction of the Library Committee in 1825. The continuation 
now presented to The House, was undertaken by direction of the library 
Committee in 1832. The first Catalogue was restricted to such Reports as 
commenced in 1801 and terminated with 1820. In forming the present, 
it was thought desirable to comprise all the Reports on public subjects that 
had been made to The House, from the earliest period, whether inserted only 
on the Journals, or contained in the printed collections of Reports. This 
comprises a period from 1696 to 1834. Thus the inquirer will have before 
his eye a view of the whole of any subject that has been treated on, by this 
description of official document. Considered separately, perhaps some of these 
early Reports may be deemed of too little importance, or too long out of date, to 
need mention in the Catalogue ; but when their connexion with subsequent 
Reports on similar subjects is observed, their relative importance may make 
them interesting : thus the Report in 1698 on the state of East India Affairs, 
from which the present Company took its rise, may be thought fit to precede the 
long series of Reports relating to that most important portion of the British 
Empire which have since been printed; and the Reports in 1778 and 1779 on 
the State of Prisons, in which the philanthropist Howard suggested improve- 
ments in Prison Discipline; and on Penal Colonies, in which Sir Joseph 
Banks proposed the settlement, under the name of Botany Bay, in the new 
discovered country, which is now considered the Australian Continent, — must 
be deemed worthy of notice : nor will the Reports on Approaches to the Houses 
of Parliament in 1793 be thought unfit to precede the entries of those on the 
Rebuilding of the Houses now engaging the attention of the Legislature and 
the Public. As some of these Reports have not been printed separately, but 
exist only on the Journals, their subjects would be lost to many inquirers 
unless brought to their notice by the mode here adopted. 

The difficulties felt in 'classing subjects under heads characterising 
their nature, can be appreciated by those who have made similar attempts. 
Many Reports have titles which do not directly indicate their subjects, and 
many contain a great diversity of subjects, which render it difficult to determine 
the class under which they should be placed : thus Plague and Contagion are 
treated on in Reports specifically bearing those titles, and are placed uuder 
Scientific Subjects, with the sub-head Medical ; they are likewise treated 
on in one of the series of Reports on Foreign Trade. Steam-boats and 
Steam Navigation bear titles distinctive of those subjects, but no inquirer would 
expect to find a discussion on the construction of Steam-boats and on the

machinery for propelling them, in a Report on Holyhead Roads. These, 
however, could only be placed under their ostensible titles ; but a remedy 
is found by Cross Reference, and which is more effectually applied in the 
Index, in which all matters of the like nature are concentrated into one view. 

The Abstracts of the subject-matter of the Reports, which are placed after 
the entry of the titles, may refresh the memory of those inquirers who 
already possess general knowledge of their contents ; while they will impart 
information to those unacquainted with them ; and many matters of interest, 
not indicated by the title, but collaterally arising in the course of investi- 
gation or mode of illustration, are brought before the mind by these notices 
of the leading subjects. 

In surveying the extent and variety of the subjects upon which information 
is collected in these Reports, it will be allowed that every means should be 
adopted to render such information useful; and it is hoped the present endeavour 
will assist in advancing this object. 

The draft of this Catalogue was laid before The House at the close of the 
Session 1834, and was then ordered to be printed; but many circumstances 
intervened to retard its early completion. The delay, however, has not been 
disadvantageous, as it has afforded an opportunity of bringing the compilation 
down to 2834, and therefore comprises the notice of many important Reports, 
which would otherwise have been omitted. 

The mode of References adopted points out the different classes of Reports : 
Thus the Reports which are to be found only on the Journals, or in the early 
collection prior to 1801; are marked by a bracket £ at the beginning of the 
title, and reference is made to the volume and page of the Journal where they 
will be found. Those which axe comprised in the collection of Fifteen Volumes, 
terminating with 1800, are referred to as the First Series of Reports. The 
Modern Reports from 1801 are referred to by the Session, the number of the 
paper as ordered to be printed, and the volume of the collection as annually 
arranged, and preserved in the Library.
